(Editorial: "Make Extra Efforts and Continue to Successfully Implement 
the Great Drive"7 


[Text7 Through one year of serious implementation of the movement, "Pro- 
mote the Good Nature and Raise the Combat Capabilities [of the Army j," 
launched by the Party Central Committee Secretariat, our people's armed 
forces have reaped good initial results. The quality and combat capabi- 
lities of our armed forces have been raised one very important notch.

TRIALS OF CORRUPT CADRES AND URIMINALS REPORTED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 9 Jan 80 p 4 


[Text] VNA--The Ben Tre Provincial People's Court recently tried two 
cases involving Nguyen Huu Nghia and Nguyen Ngoc Thang who, together with 
their associates, had misused their functions to commit underhanded 
dealings, speculation, corruption and theft of socialist property. 


Nguyen Huu Nghia was formerly a southern armyman regrouped in North Vietnam 
but was expelled from the army since 1960. He was once subjected to 
disciplinary action, detained for 1 year and sentenced to 10-year 
imprisonment on charge of imposture as a cadre, swindling and theft of 
socialist property. On return to South Vietnam, he continued the same 

bad practices. Taking advantage of the situation in the newly liberated 
areas, he again resorted to frauds to steal a large amount of socialist 
property. In 10 swindling cases, he appropriated property valued at 

more than 968,800 dong in banknotes and in 7 cases of illegal income, he 
drew an amount of more than 114,170 dong. 


Nguyen Ngoc Thang, formerly chief of the Kien Tuong Provincial Public Works 
Service under the puppet administration, and his associates named Bui 

Huu Chi alias Thanh Tam, formerly vice director of Forest Product Corpora- 
tion 1 in Ho Chi Minh City; Dao Van Canh, formerly head of the Ben Tre 
Trade Service; Nguyen Van Nguyen, formerly head of the Ben Tre Trade 
Service; and Le Van Thanh, Tran Van Thanh and Vo Van Truyen had taken 
advantage of their capacity as state cadres and misused their functions 

to make underhanded dealings, to commit speculation and corruption and 

to carry out illegal trade involving more than 650 cubic meters of wood 

of various kinds and netting a profit of more than 127,000 dong--not to 
mention other transgressions of law. 


Before the court, the culprits admitted their guilts. The Ben Tre 
Provincial People's Court passed the following sentences: Nguyen Huu 
Nghia, 15 years in prison including 12 years for misappropriation of 

socialist property and 3 years for economic speculation, and payment of 

fines and indemnities to the state organs he had defrauded of property 

which he subsequently appropriated and used illegally; Nguyen Ngoc Thang, 





10 years in prison including 8 years for speculation and smuggling and 

2 years for briberies to cadres, and confiscation of the property he had 
illegally occupied and ueed; Bui Huu Chi, 3 years in prison; Nguyen Van 
Nguyen, 18 months in prison; Dao Van Canh, 3-year imprisonment with 
suspended execution of sentence; Le Van Thanh, 12-month imprisonment with 
suspended execution of sentence; Tran Van Thanh, 24-month imprisonment 
with suspended execution of sentence; and Vo Van Truyen, a 200-dong fine. 
The culprits were ordered to pay the fines and indemnities for the damage 
done to the state. 


From 26 to 31 December, the Ha Nam Ninh Provincial People's Court held an 
open sitting in Nam Dinh to try the case of 31 sailors and public security 
agents escorting the two ship convoys TDK.22 and TDK.10 (Haiphong) who 

had connived with dishonest traders at the Dong Cao harbor (Y Yen, Ha 

Nam Ninh) in misappropriating 198,312 kgs of grain pertaining to the state. 


Confronted with undeniable evidence, Nguyen Xuan Tung, skipper; Vu Van 
Hang, commander; Nguyen Thanh Khuay, head of the team of public security 
agents escorting ship TDK.22; Dao Xuan Thanh, skipper of ship TDK.10; 
and Pham Van Tam, chief pilot of barge G3 of the TDK.22 ship convoy were 
obliged to admit all their crimes. 


This is a case with serious circumstances: continued organized crimes 
with close connivance between the sailors and the public security agents 
escorting the ship convoys, and between them and the head of the police 
station in charge of protecting the Dong Cao harbor and the people 
specialized in illegal trading near the harbor. They carried out activities 
very boldly, stealing large amounts of goods and illegally selling them 
all along the transport route from Hon Gai (Quang Ninh) to Ha Nam Ninh. 

On some nights, they sold goods for 6 hours at a stretch, allowing 
dishonest traders to fully load tens of boats and charging prices according 
to the boats’ draughts. They spent the money made from these sales 
holding eating, drinking and gambling parties. 


By virtue of Article 8, Provision 3 of the 21 October 1970 Regulation on 
punishment of violations of socialist property, the court passed the 
following sentences: Nguyen Xuan Tung, death sentence; Vu Van Hang, life 
imprisonment; Nguyen Thanh Khuay, Pham Van Tam and Dao Xuan Thanh each 

20 years in prison; 21 culprits receiving each a sentence of 2 to 14 years 
in prison; and 5 others sentenced each to between 1 and 5 years in prison 
with suspended execution of sentences. 


All the culprits were held jointly responsible for indemnifying the state 
for the loss of grain caused by them and valued at 416,455 dong.

CHINESE SUBVERSIVE ELEMENTS IN LAI CHAU PUNISHED

[Text2 On 28 December 1979, the Lai Chau Provincial People's Court held an 
open sitting to try a case of subversive conspiracy espionage coumitted by 
Tinh Co Lung, Vang Lao San, Tinh Co Seng, Hoang Ly Pao, Luu Van Chinh, Luu 
Chu Seng, Phan Phu Sai and their accomplices. 


Born on 12 August 1946 in Giao San Hamlet, Giao San Village, Phong Tho [Dis- 
trict], Lai Chau [Province], Tinh Co Lung alias Pao Ho is a Vietnamese citi- 
zen of Han [Chinese] descent. After attending school till the age of 16, 

he left for China where he lived with his elder sister and learned Chinese 
for a year and then returned to Vietnam where he married and took part in 
agricultural production. Over the past few years, Lung tried by all means 
to contact the Chinese security forces to oppose the revolution in our coun- 
try. Under the leadership of the Chinese security and counterespionage 
agents, Tinh Co Lung, Vang Lao San and their associates banded together to 
carry out propaganda, to set up counterrevolutionary organizations and to 
conduct activities with the aim of helping the Chinese troops on their ar- 
rival for attack and then rising up and seizing power. 


On 5 February 1978, Chu Minh Sang held a meeting in Giao San to slander Viet- 
nam and extol China. Sang said that Hua Guofeng and Deng Xiaoping had call- 
ed on Chinese nationals to go home and that those unwilling to repatriate 
should remain in Vietnam to motivate more people to join organizations, to 
wait for the arrival and offensive of the Chinese troops to supply and guide 
them and then to rise up and seize power. Sang assigned the mission of lead- 
ing and developing these organizations to Tin Co Lung, Vang Lao San and Luu 
Van Chinh. Since they were entrusted with this mission, Lung and his asso- 
ciliates eagerly carried out activities. In April 1978, Lung went to Kim 

Binh (Yunnan, China) to meet with Than A Chung. At this meeting, Chung told 
Lung of China's imminent attack on Vietnam and entrusted Lung with the task 
of returning to the country [Vietnam] to carry out activities including the 
assessment of the situation of our military defense and supply and communi- 
cation lines and then to send reports to Chung. In June 1978, Lung and 

San came to the Ca Lan Pho drawbridge where they met with and reported to 

the Chinese security agents and, at the same time, made another appointment. 
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In July, August and September 1978, Tinh Co Lung and Luu Chu Seng success- 
ively went to China to submit lists of persons whom they had persuaded to 
join their organization and to receive new task assignments. In early Oc- 
tober 1978, Hoang Si Lin secretly brought Than A Chung and Chinese security 
agents (into Vietnam] to stay in the house of his mother named Hoang Lao 
Ma in Cao Sin Chai, village of Gi.o San, notified his associates of this 
and convened them for a meeting with the newcomers. 


During the stay of the Chinese security agents, Tinh Co Lung, Vang Lao San, 
Tinh Co Seng and Hoang Ly Pao directly guided them to go and assess our 
military defense situation. 


On 29 January 1979, Lung held a meeting with his associates at his house to 
inform them of the Chinese troops' imminent attack on Vietnam and to entrust 
them with capturing the Giao San munition and food depot on the arrival of 
the Chinese forces and then attacking our public security and militia forces 
and troops to seize power; another task would be to guide and supply the 
Chinese troops to help them attack other areas. On 31 January 1979, they 
held another meeting at Luu Van Chinh's house where Lung officially assign- 
ed the following specific tasks to everyone: 


1. Tinh Co Lung would command their entire organization and be directly 
responsible for meeting and welcoming Chinese cadres and troops. 


2. Hoang Ly Pao would act as a staff member for the organization, with the 
duty to reconnoiter the situation and get in touch with the Chinese army. 


3. Tinh Co Seng was appointed team head of the organization and also en- 
trusted with joining Luu Chu Seng and Rang Chuc Binh in occupying the Giao 
San munition and food depot to provide equipment for their organization and 
material supplies for the Chinese troops. 


4. Luu Chu Seng would command the youth force and, on the arrival of the 
Chinese troops, attack our troops and security and militia forces in Giao 
San to support Luu Van Chinh in his attempt to seize power. 


5. Luu Van Chinh's mission would be to take advantage of his function as 
cooperative director to hold meetings at his own house following the coop- 
erative members’ conferences to avoid arousing our public security agents' 
suspicion; to call on the village cadres to ask for guns under the pretext 
of arming the militia but, in actuality, with the purpose of equipping 
their own organization and, on the Chinese troops; arrival, blowing buffalo 
horns to alert their organization members and other sympathizers for an 
uprising to seize power. 


6. The mission of Vang Cao San and Phan Phu Sai would be to lure our pub- 
lic security agents named Chang and Lung into a forest and kill them and, 

subsequently, to take in charge the Phong Tho region, to assess the situa- 
tion of our military dispositions, to cut off telephone lines and to kill 

the party committee secretary and the people's committee chairman of Phong 
Tho District. 
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7. Phan Phu Sai was assigned the task of going to Vang Ta Leng, Ho Thau 
and Tam Duong to motivate sympathizers with China to make preparations and 
stand ready--when hostilities broke out--to meet at the Km-12 milestone the 
Chinese troops coming from Sa Pa and to lead them to Binh Lu to enable them 
to coordinate with other troops to attack roads leading to Nghia Lo, Lao 
Cai and Lai Chau. 


A number of other associates were entrusted with ensuring liaison from Giao 
San to Tam Duong, Ho Thau and Ta Leng, seizing the Giao San Village medi- 
cine chest for use in case of need, guiding the Chinese troops and taking 
the people's horses to transport munitions and supplies for the Chinese 
troops’ benefit. 


Moreover, they held many other meetings with the aim of carrying out propa- 
ganda, developing counterrevolutionary organizations, killing our cadres 
and public security agents, guiding the Chinese troops and sabotaging coop- 
eratives. 


During a [short] period of time, they carried out motivation and propaganda 
to pursuade 38 Vietnamese of Chinese descent together with a number of bad 
elements, scoundrels, thieves and dishonest traders who had been punished 
by us several times and some people of backward ethnic minorities to join 
the counterrevolutionary organization led by Tinh Co Lung. This organiza- 
tion came into being on 5 February 1978 and was placed under the direct 
guidance of the Chinese public security and counterespionage agencies from 
April 1978. 


During their detention, Lung and his associates stubbornly refused to make 
statements [on their past activities]. Moreover, they tried to communicate 
with one another on the way to give evidence, declared only facts already 
known to us and discussed ways to break out of the detention camp and flee 
to China but were promptly thwarted by us in this attempt. Only after hear- 
ing of the bitter defeat and withdrawal of the Chinese aggressors did Lung 
and his associates agree to report on their past activities though they did 
so without sincerity. 


In view of their illegal activities, Tinh Co Lung and his associates were 
thus guilty of "plotting to overthrow the people's democratic administra- 
tion" and carrying out "espionage" as defined in Articles 4 and 5 of the 

30 October 1967 Regulation of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam--now the 
Socialist Republic of Vietnam--which prescribed penalties for counterrevolu- 
tionary crimes. 


To mete out appropriate punishments to the counterrevolutionary culprits, 

the judging council of the Lai Chau Provincial People's Court passed the 
following sentences: Tinh Co Lung, 15 years in prison and 5-year depriva- 
tion of civic rights; Vang Lao San, Tinh Co Seng, Hoang Ly Pao, Luu Chu Seng, 
Luu Van Chinh and Phu Phu Sai, each 2 to 15 years in prison; and 31 others 
in their counterrevolutionary organization, other forms of punishment in pro- 
portion to their activities and the gravity of their crimes.

CUBAN MILITARY MAGAZINE INTERVIEWS GENERAL GIAP 
Havana VERDE OLIVO in Spanish 10 Feb 80 pp 4-7 


[Interview with General Vo Nguyen Giap, deputy prime minister ,amémber of 
the Communist Party Politburo and minister of defense of Vietnam, by Miguel 
Rivero, time and place not given] 


[Text] Our appointment is for 1900 hours. Our car glides down the broad 
esplanade of Dinh Square, and heads towards an old colonial building 
which once housed one of the most aristocratic schools of the French regine. 
Today it is the headquarters of the Central Committee of the Communist 

Party of Vietnam, which has been active in politics for 50 years, loyal 

to the principles of Marxist-Leninisn. 


We go to a small and comfortable room, decorated with a huge picture of the 
uprising in the provinces of Nghe An and Ha Tinh in 1930 that marked the 
emergence of the first soviets in Vietnan. 


A few minutes later, Gen Vo Nguyen Giap makes his entrance. Hero of Dien 
Bien Phu, deputy prime minister, member of the Politburo of the Communist 
Party of Vietnam and minister of defense, his strength, constant snile 

and effervescent enthusiasm and joviality belie his 68 years. 


Our last meeting took place 6 years ago, on the occasion of the thirtieth 
anniversary of the founding of the People's Army. Today our purpose is 

to talk about the Vietnamese Communist Party, its philosophy, strategy and 
situation in terms of relations with China. 


The hero of Dien Bien Phu began by recalling his youth, when for severa) 
years he practiced the profession of journalism. He told us of the vicis- 
situdes he went through when reporting on a strike in the port of Cam Pha, 
more than 100 kilometers from Hanoi, where he had to travel by bicycle. 


Later, we reached an agreement. Rather than a conventional interview, this 
would be an open and frank conversation. The tape recorder began to play, 
and we forgot the clock. We spent more than 2 hours in a dialog rich in 
anecdotes and political opinions. 
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When the interview was over, the director of the Vietnamese News Agency, 
Dao Tung, exclaimed enthusiastically: "This has been a formidable inter- 
view: I had never before heard Giap speak about these issues so exten~ 
sively and in so much detail.” 


Here is a summary of the dialog we had with the legendary Gen Giap. 


[Question] Well, let's start by talking about the philosophy of the Commun- 
ist Party of Vietnam and of Ho Chi Minh, regarding the link between the 
armed struggle and politics. 


[Answer] With regard to the armed struggle, when Uncle Ho gave us the in- 
structions for starting the army in 194, he told us that for a while most 
of our work would be political. He said that we would have to pay more 
attention to propaganda than to military operations. 


He also told us we should carry out military operations in such a manner 
that our bases would not be discovered. We had to broaden our popular 
bases so that we could count on the support of the masses. 


During this entire period, not only in Cao Bang but throughout the country, 
we strengthened the organization of the people, of the workers and peasants, 
and on this basis we organized the self-defense force. 


In the beginning we had very few troops. For example, during the insur- 
rection of August 1945, which led to the proclamation of independence and 
the establishment of the republic, by 2 September of that year we had only 
5,000 combatants in the entire country. 


This fact will have to be analysed by history; with only those troops we 
pulled off the triumphant insurrection against tens of thousands of Japan- 
ese soldiers. 


This insurrection was principally based on the political strength of the mas- 
ses, who rebelled from north to south, using very primitive weapons. In 
some cases they had only sticks and spears. 


I should also point out that this was an insurrection in the countryside 
as well as the city. 


[Question] That is, here we have a substantial difference with the Maoist 
theory that “the countryside should besiege the cities.” 


[Answer] In fact, Mao's theory preaches only the armed struggle in rural 
areas, Claiming that it is impossible to start an insurrection in the cit- 
ies, which are controlled by the enemy. 


Our strategy for struggle is different from Mao's theory. Our insurrection 
happened, and we had to pay attention to the political bases of the masses. 
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By the time of the war of resistance against French colonialism, which 
lasted from 1946 to 1954, the armed struggle gradually was becoming the 
main focus of our efforts, but always based on the intensification of the 
political struggle, and the effort to build and extend the structure of the 
Party and the organization of the masses in the areas controlled by the ene- 
my. 


[Question] How was this manifested in the war against the Americans? 


[Answer] Look, the anti-American resistence in South Vietnam also began 
with a political struggle, in the simultaneous uprisings combined with 

the armed struggle. But the main force was always derived from the organi- 
zation of the masses. This is how we progressed in the armed struggle, 


which was growing gradually. 


Now we can say that afterwards we also sent forces from the north to the 
south. At that time, we called it the Liberation Army in the south and 
the People's Army in the north. Actually, however, Uncle Ho said that the 
People's Army, whose heroic brother was the Liberation Army in the south, 
was really just one arny. 


After we sent combat troops to the south, the armed struggle was still 
coordinated with the political struggle in the three strategic regions: 
mountainous rural areas, rural plains areas and the urban areas. 


It was always that way, because it was considered that the political strug- 
@le was predominant in the urban areas, while the armed struggle took pre- 
cedence in the rural areas. 


When our armed forces were still weak, we combined the political struggle 
with the armed struggle, while in the mountainous regions the armed strug- 
gle was the main one. 


Of course, when we went on the offensive, we used military forces to attack 
the enemy's hideouts, deploying large attack forces. 


During that stage we combined the military, political and diplomatic efforts, 
in what we called "three points of the spear.” On the political sphere, 
this included agitation in the heart of the enemy forces. 


As the struggle in the urban areas was being developed to the hilt, there 
began to be a movement from the cities to the countryside, thus combining 
the people's struggle with the armed struggle. It was for that reason that 
when our general offensive took place in the spring of 1975, we were able to 
defeat more than 1 million soldiers of Nguyen Van Thieu’s army, winning vic- 
tory in the anti-American resistance war. 


[Question] And how can we characterize the situation after the liberation 
of the south? 














[Answer] When the entire nation was liberated, we emphasized the political 
struggle and paid attention to the building up of the economy in order to 
raise the standard of living of the population. At the same time, however, 
we stressed unification of the people in order to strengthen our national 
defenses, intensify efforts at strengthening our People's Army, 


We asserted that in the Vietnamese revolution, the law of violence was to 
combine the forces of the political struggle with those of the armed strug- 
gle, combine insurrection with revolutionary war “are. 


Under the new conditions, applying this law, we had to make a maximum effort 
to bolster the economy and the party, youth, worker, women’s and peasant 
organizations. 


After having laid this groundwork, we strongly fortified our armed forces, 
so that today they are stronger than ever before. However, we are still 
not satisfied with our work in this sense. 


Our armed forces are stronger, nonetheless, particularly due to the great 
help we have received from the Soviet Union, and the weapons we captured 
from the Americans. 


But our Party still feels that the main thing is to lend adequate support 
to the people, the working class. It is our belief that the inexhaustible 
strength of *he revolutionary war lies in the working masses, under the 
the leadership of the working class. 


[Question] I think that when you mention the need to fortify your defenses, 
you are thinking fundamentally of the threat from the Chinese... . 


[Answer] Quite so. We can now move on to talk a little about the question 
of Vietnam's relations with China. The most important issues were covered 

in the White Book which was published last October by our Ministry of Foreign 
Relations. Of course, there are still some matters that have to be placed 
before public opinion. 


But we see, for example, that when we achieved victory at Dien Bien Phu and 
went to the meeting at Geneva, the conditions were clearly there for ad- 
vancing further and liberating all of Indochina from French colonialisn. 


The White Book points out that conditions were ripe at that time to liberate 
the three Indochinese nations. I would like to say that that is very correct. 
The victory of Dien Bien Phu is often referred to as a victory for the Viet- 
namese people. But that action was the culmination of the war, the end re- 
sult of many operations that took place during the winter and spring of 1953- 
1954. They were carried out simultaneously and harmoniously an the battle- 
fields of all three Indochinese countries. 
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At that time there were attacks against the enemy in northwestern Vietnaa 
as well as in the south, from the highlands of Kontum to the highlands of 
Bolvens in Laos. A large part of Cambodia was also liberated, when attacks 


were stepped up. 


It was the attacks and uprisings on all Indochinese battlefronts that cre- 
ated the conditions for the Dien Bien Phu campaign to become the pinnacle 
of the anti— French resistance war, particularly for Vietnam but also for 
the three Indochinese nations. 


Therefore, when we refer to Dien Bien Phu we aust mention the struggle of 
the people of Laos and Cambodia, and that of the Vietnamese volunteers who 
fought in what was then Laos and Cambodia. 


Now I can state the following: At that time, when we went to discuss the 
negotiations in Geneva, when the map showing ailitary operations was laid 
out it was marked in red all over, indicating the areas that had been 
liberated, from the north to near the Mekong. 


We had divisions that had gone through Cambodia to attack Saigon, and we 
stood a very good chance of liberating the strategic western plateaux. Our 
comrades in the Politburo felt that we had a good chance of liberating all 
of Indochina. 


During that period France was afraid that the expeditionary forces that were 
on the Bac Bo plain would be annihilated. A high military officer was sent 
to try to save those troops and, if necessary, withdraw thea. 


I remember that later, when we were exchanging ideas with the true Chinese 
Communists, such as Marshal Pen Teh Huai (at that time he was minister of 
defense and a member of the Politburo of the Chinese Communist Party, but 
he was relieved of his duties in 1959 when President Mao Tse Tung began his 
campaign against the Soviet Union--Author's Note), I said to myself that if 
the Chinese had had the right attitude, the entire question of Indochina 
could have been resolved. 


As we claimed in the White Book, the Chinese leaders were manipulating in 
order to limit our victory. 


In a book recently published in France, entitled "Los acuerdos de Ginebra 
al estilo del gobierno chino” [The Geneva Agreements in the Style of the 
Chinese Government ], it is clearly stated that the Chinese delegation re- 
quested permission to meet with the French, indicating that they had come 
to the meeting not to back up Vietnam but in order to "achieve peace.” 


They held meetings with the French delegation and said that China’s position 
on Laos and Cambodia was very similar to France's. 
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The author of this book, who consulted documents at the French Foreign Min- 
istry, reaches the conclusion that the Chinese government was searching for 
peace in the region to the south, but “in the Chinese style.” 


This was a cynical peace, because it involved the possibility of clashes 
and conflicts in the Indochinese countries, with the north-south division 
of Vietnam, and maximum support for the representatives of the Kingdoms of 
Laos and Cambodia. 


Later, when the United States began the invasion of our country and started 
bombing us, if the Chinese government had had a different attitude it would 
have been difficult for the Americans to boldly extend the war to the north. 


[Question] Could we tarry a little on this issue, and that of the Soviet 
proposals to defend Vietnam? That is, could we go into a more detailed 
analysis of this situation? 


[Answer] Of course, I will give more details. The heart of the issue lies 
in the fact that the Chinese government told the United States that if the 
latter did not threaten or touch China, then China would do nothing to pre- 
vent the attacks. It was really like telling the United States that it 
could bomb Vietnam at will, as long as there was no threat to the Chinese 
border. 


When we talked about this, the Vietnamese leaders felt that we had been stabbed 
in the vack. 


At the same time, however, China had to maintain public solidarity with the 
people of Vietnam. We could not reveal these differences with the Chinese 
leaders because that would have helped the United States. 


Later, when the United States began to systematically bomb North Vietnaa, 
the Soviet Union proposed to send units of its air and missile forces to 
defend Vietnam. It was the attitude of the Chinese leaders that prevented 
it from doing so. 


[Question] How did President Ho Chi Minh react to the Soviet proposal? 


[Answer] President Ho Chi Minh and our Politburo applauded and welcomed this 
initiative on the part of the Soviets, and we struggled to make it a reality. 
The Chinese objected. 


We had to resolve the situation in a way which would not affect our war of 
resistance against the Americans. For this reason, we could not publicly 
denounce the Chinese, nor could we reveal the Soviet proposal. 


I do not want to get into the time after that, but I would like to add one 
thing. After the Paris Agreements were signed, we had a tremendous shortage 
of heavy artillery. For this reason, in the general offensive of the spring 
of 1975 we had to count each missile, especially those of 130 and 105 mn. 
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We even gave instructions that spent cartridges be collected and used again. 
We also had to control the use of tanks. But despite all these limitations, 
we did manage to provide our comrades in Kampuchea with a large amount of 
mortar so that they could liberate their country, which as you know they did 
on 17 April 1975. 


All this goes to show that if China had had a true Marxist-Leninist atti- 
tude and had supported our war of resistance, maintaining a determined 
anti-imperialist stance, if it had cooperated with the Soviet Union and 
other socialist countries in open support of Vietnam, our leaders feel there 
would have been a strong possibility that the United States would not have 
dared attack the north. It also would have had to carefully weigh the con- 
sequences of sending more troops into the south. 


We feel that our victory would have come about in much less time. 

For example, when President Nixon was in China in 1972, our leaders told 
Peking that if they received him, the Americans would bomb our country even 
more intensively. We said that we were nonetheless determined to continue 
the battle until we triumphed, even if it meant even greater sacrifices. 
History has proven that this opinion was correct. 


We can say that after Nixon signed the Shanghd Communique, this showed that 
the Chinese leaders were clamoring for an American presence in Southeast Asia, 
even in South Vietnam. We feel that the Chinese took advan of this sit- 
uation to forcefully occupy the Hoang Sa Islands Archipelago (Paracells). 


China used force to occupy this territory of Vietnam in a flagrant act, witn 
American complicity; at that time these islands were under the control of the 
Nguyen Van Thieu regime, which had American support. 


This archipelago is part of Vietnamese territory and has been for centuries. 
It was also occupied by the French during the colonial period. This act 
proved that the Chinese would not hesitate to use force to occupy our terri- 
tory, even during the time when there were still clashes between our libera- 
tion forces and the Van Thieu arny. 


When we recourt all these events and link them to the war that was being waged 
in the southwest, using the regime of Pol Pot-Leng Sary, and to the invasion 
of February 1979 across our northern border, we can see the treachery of the 
Chinese leaders. 


The Communists and peoples of the world should know the true face of the lea- 
ders of China, who are now stepping up further their collusion with the 
United States and Japan and threatening world peace. 


Our Politburo understood and correctly analyzed this attitude on the part 
of the reactionary elements of the governing clique of China from the very 
beginning, and we analyzed each step Peking took.

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President Ho Chi Minh suffered a great deal as a result of this situation 
because he was aware of the Chinese treachery. But we had to keep up an 
appearance of solidarity so that we could take advantage of the favorable 
conditions and win the war of resistance. 


When the Cultural Revolution took place in China, President Ho Chi Minh 
determined that some true Communists were being eliminated, as in the case 
of Liu Shao-Shi (former president of the People’s Republic of China). 


We felt that Liu Shao-Shi was a true Communist, a man who had committed no 
error. This fact showed us that we had to be ever more vigilant and keep 
an eye on Peking's maneuvers. 


The interview came to an end. Between sips of tea, as our departure approached, 
Gen Giap dedicated his last sentences to Cuba and the people of Latin America. 


"I would like to take this opportunity to sendthe brotherly greetings of 
combative solidarity of the people, the Vietnamese People's Army and our 
Party to the brotherly nation of Cuba, to Cuban Communists and to Cuban 
soldiers. 


"wish good health to Comrade Fidel Castro, a great friend of the people 
of Vietnam, and to Comrade Raul Castro and the other comrades of the Polit- 
buro. 


‘Please send our greetings of peace and friendship to all our brothers in 
Latin America through Prensa Latina.” 





Gen Giap recalled his last visit with Raul, only a few months ago, when they 
participated together in a visit to Libya and Algeria. When it came time 
to bid farewell, after a strong embrace, his last words were in Spanish: 
"Patria o Muerte, Venceremos” | Fatherland or Death, We Shall Overcome ].

To date, according to the reports of 39 of the 43 provincial and municipal 
chapters and units directly under the Union Central Committee, 174,498 
outstanding Union members have been recommended to the Party. Of that 
number, 21,125 have the honor of standing in the ranks of the Party, which 
is equivalent to 79 percent of the outstanding Union members admitted into 
the Party in the whole year of 1978. That is a strong inspiration for the 
young generation, creates conditions and an atmosphere for the young 
Vietnamese generation's endeavor to advance in accordance with the ideals 
of the Party, and contribute to building a strong party. A number of 
localities and units, such as the following, have attained good results.

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With the concern of the Party committee echelons, and due to understanding 
of the significance and importance of party building and the responsibility 
of the Union organizations toward the young generation, the Union echelons 
positively and actively drafted plans and measures to implement the campaign; 
gradually transformed enlightened endeavor and steeling according to the 
ideals of the Party and the standards of party members, and endeavor to 
become outstanding Union members and party members of the young generation, 
inte a deep and broad movement among the youth masses; mobilized the Union 
members and youths to participate in party building; and met the require- 
ments and aspirations of youths who want to stand in the ranks of the party 
in order to shoulder the historic mission assigned by the homeland. That 
has caused the young generation to become increasingly close to the party 
and strengthen their sense of responsibility toward party building, and has 
caused the party organizations and party members to become increasingly 
closer to the broad masses, especially the young masses. 


The "The entire Union participates in party building" campaign was launched 
only a short time ago, and although its results in terms of members, they 
are still too little. More important, it has opened up many good prospects 
and increased the sense of responsibility of the Union echelons toward the 
party and the youth masses, and has created many favorable conditions for 
the young generation to endeavor to rapidly advance and mature. Further- 
more, the campaign has also created a seething spirit among the youth masses 
in competing to increase production and maintain combat readiness to defend 
the homeland, and in studying, training, and struggling against negative 
phenomena. It is a very good environment in which youths can forge them- 
selves in accordance with party ideals. Furthermore, by means of the 
campaign the party committee echelons have paid more adequate attention to 
educating and cultivating youths, and have paid attention to leading the 
Union organizations so that the Unions can truly become a communist school 
which is worthy of being the representative of the interests and collective 
mastership right of the young generation, and the reliable reserve unit of 
the party. The "The entire Union participates in party building" campaign 
has also had a reciprocal effect on the Union organization, furthered the 
task of improving quality and developing Union members, and increased the 
combattiveness of the Union organization. At the same time, by leading the 
campaign many party committee echelons, especially at the base level, were 
able to correctly evaluate the strengths and weaknesses of the young masses. 
and to realize the potential capabilities of the succeeding generation. 
Therefore, they paid more attention to educating and forging Union members, 
in order to supplement the Party with much new manpower, promote young 
cadres and party members of the Party, the governmental administration, 

the cooperatives, etc. 





Recently, the Secretariat of the Party Central Committee issued Directive 72 
regarding "strengthening party development and perfecting party organization," 
which was a strong source of encouragement and support for the Union's 
campaign, created conditions for the Union to fulfill its function, and 
created relationships and responsibilities toward the Party with regard to 

the Union's participation in party development. 
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Because they clearly established the responsibility of the Party in leading 
the implementation of the "The entire Union participates in party building," 
campaign, many provinces, and Party committee echelons have closely guided 
the departments and sectors and the Party echelons, strengthened the lead r- 
ship of the Union organization in recommending the outstanding Union members, 
criticized and contributed opinions to the Party chapters and members, and 
contributed to building a strong party. In many provinces and municipalities 
there was close coordination among the organization, propaganda-training, 
civilian proselyting, and control sections of the provincial party committees 
and the provincial and municipal Union chapters, in order to guide and direct 
the lower echelon. Many provincial and municipal party committees issued 
directives to the leadership echelons and created conditions for the Union 

to do a good job of carrying out the campaign, or have held many specialized 
conferences to discuss plans and measures for carrying out the Union's 
campaign which were attended by leadership cadres of the Party committees, 
the Union echelons, and the departments of the Party and the Union. 


The provincial party committees of Nghe Tinh, Thanh Hoa, Thai Binh, Hau 
Giang, and Long An sent many cadres and party committee members to work 
with the provincial Union chapters in guiding demonstration projects, 
crystallize the experiences of the exemplary units, and bases which do a 
good job of developing the party among youths, and create "models" for the 
bases doing a good job of carrying out the campaign. The Hanoi municipal 
party committee recapitulated the places doing a good job and held a con- 
ference to disseminate the policies and experiences and discuss methods 
for implementing the campaign, and held specialized conferences to discuss 
party development among workers and college students. 





In addition to guiding the demonstration projects, training cadres, and 
holding supplementary classes for base-level Union cadres regarding the 
recommendation of outstanding Union members, many provinces and munici- 
palities have applied many forms which are appropriate to youths; created 
profound impressions by, among other things, organizing ceremonies for 
passing on outstanding Union members from the Union chapter to the Party 
chapter, to which representatives of the sectors and the families of out- 
standing Union members were invited, to emphasize joint responsibility; 
establishing traditional books in which were recorded the names of out- 
standing Union members who have been introduced to the Party; organizing 
supplementary study about the Party and the Party's basic theoretical 
program for all Union members, so that they may have a basis for voluntarily 
striving in accordance with the Party's ideals; arranging for all Union 
members to register to strive to become outstanding Union members and 
party members; setting up teams and groups to study Marxism-Leninism, to 
study the Party, etc. In contrast to many previous campaigns, in the "The 
entire Union participates in Party building" campaign our Union not only 
set forth contents of a strategic nature in party building, but also has 
many practical forms and measures which are appropriate to the special 
characteristics of youths, so youths have responded to it enthusiastically. 


Because the "The entire Union participates in party building" campaign was 
launched at the right time, meets the requirements and ardent aspirations 
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of the young masses, and meets the requirement of strengthening the Party's 
forces, it has created a very encouraging initial transformation. 


However, in comparison to the requirements and missions of party building, 
and in comparison to the struggle goals that were set, we are still beset 
with a number of deficiencies and weaknesses which must be overcome. In 
addition to the localities and bases which have done a good job, a con- 
siderable number of localities have not yet extended the campaign to the 
base level, and some units have attained very limited results. Even the 
localities which have done a good job have carried out the campaign only 
in a few bases, and in those bases it has been carried out well only in 
some respects, especially recommending outstanding Union members to the 
Party. 


Especially, in educating and forging the young generation we still have not 
given rise to a movement for the masses to educate and forge themselves. 
Among the young generation there is as yet no movement to study and research 
Marxism-Leninism and the lines and policies of the Party, in order to help 
adopt scientific ideals, way of life, outlook toward mankind, and world 
view. 


Moreover, because understanding of the goals and requirements of the campaign 
in a number of Urion chapters is still shallow and superficial, awareness 
has been insufficient, and implementation guidance has been general, 
formalistic, and vague, and has not entered deeply into study and research 
or into guiding demonstration projects and gaining experience. Some 
localities at first implemented the campaign enthusiastically, but gradually 
became less enthusiastic and did not maintain or improve the quality of 
the campaign. They worked formalistically, were concerned only with 
accomplishments, and only assigned quotas to the lower echelons, and paid 
iittle attention to trying to understand the advantages and difficulties 
in order to help the bases resolve the confusion and hindrances in the 
process of implementing the campaign. That led to the situation of the 
Union recommending many outstanding Union members but the Party admitting 
few of them: to date, the number of outstanding Union members recommended 
to the Party amounts to only 34 percent. Many provinces in the south and 
in the mountain region have attained very low levels, and some provinces 
have either not implemented the campaign or have not yet attained specific 
results. Many Union chapters have not yet closely combined Union building 
with Party building. In some instances the Union bases have recommended 
many outstanding Union members but the Union organization is still weak, 
the negative phenomena in the Union have been overcome slowly, etc. 


Recently the task of arranging for Union members to criticize party members 
and the leadership of the party committees has not been strong. In part 
that is due to the fact that many Union chapters have only paid attention 
to cultivating, selecting, and recommending outstanding Union members, 

and in part it is due to an inferiority complex and timidity on the part 

of cadres and party members, and on their failure to contribute opinions 
regarding party building. That has limited the implementation of those 











campaign contents. According to the recent experiences of a number of 
demonstration units organized to allow Union members to contribute opinions 
on party building, if the Union organization is strong, if the Union cadres 
clearly realize their responsibility and positively contribute critical 
opinions regarding party building, and if the cadres and party members who 
are criticized positively correct their shortcomings and deficiencies and 
endeavor to become exemplary party members, and have the confidence of 

the masses, then the Party's prestige among the masses will be increased. 
In the course of criticizing party building, the Union members themselves 
will mature politically and socially, and will strive to improve the quality 
of their endeavor in order to become outstanding Union members and party 
members. The following opinion of the Secretary of the Party Committee of 
Nam Duong Village in Nam Ninh District, Ha Nam Ninh Province is worthy of 
consideration: 


“When arranging for Union members to participate in criticizing party 
members, some cadres in the party organizations are afraid that youths 
would criticize and attack excessively, or that the masses will be afraid 
and not dare speak. When soliciting the opinions of Union :members in order 
to select outstanding party members to participate in the party committees, 
some people are of the opinion that the Union members are still young and 
cannot understand the party members. The actual situation is entirely 
contrary to those baseless estimations. The Union members very boldly 
contribute specific opinions and are sincere toward party members and the 
party committees. Many Union members have also promised the Party that 
they will steel themselves and endeavor, and recommend that the Party 
criticize them and help them become party members. When selecting people 
to recommend to the party committee, of the 13 people the Union members 
recommended 12 were under consideration by the Party and the other was a 
good, exemplary Party member. Those results caused our party chapter to 
be moved and happy, for we saw that the youths had come of age in the face 
of challenge."

BETTER SOCIALIST TRANSFORMATION TO BE SOUGHT IN THE SOUTH

[Text_] To continue to carry on the socialist transformation in the south 
is one of the important economic tasks of the 1960 state plan, It is a 
great element of the revolution in production relationships aimed at achiev- 
ing the party economic line in the everyday life, combining the development 
of the productive force with the positive establishment and perfection of 
the new production relationships and making the production relationships 

in the two parts of the country unifor:, 


For industry, artisan industry and handicrafts, positive results have re- 
cently been obtained in the socialist transformation. The state has na- 
tionalized and turned a considerable part of the privately-owned and pri- 
vately-operated industrial installations into joint state-private enter- 
prises. In artisan induetry and handicrafts, it has organised more than 
500 cooperatives and 9,000 cooperative teams or production solidarity teans 
and thus attracted 70 percent of the manual labor, In the marine products 
sector, it has brought over 60 percent of fishermen into collective produc- 
tion in production solidarity and cooperation teams and a few fishing co- 
operatives and transformed the fish sauce-making installations and refrig- 
eration enterprises; through corporations in charge of purshases, which it 
has organised, the state now controls 40 percent of the catches and marine 
products obtained and 50 percent of the processed products, 


The achievements in socialist transformation could have been even greater 
had there not been shortcomings in the actual work, The desire to elini- 
nate right away the nonsocialist economic components and to carry on trans- 
formation without linking it with construction has to some extent affected 
the development of production and consolidation of the new production re- 
lationships. 


The final purpose of socialist transformation is not solely to eliminate 
exploitation and to nationalize or collectivize the means of production but 
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also to build a production relationship that is perfected everyday for the 
purpose of raising labor productivity and developing social production, 
The resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the VCP Central Committee stresses: 
"We must thoroughly understand that the purpose of transformation is to 
step up production.” The guidelines that must be adhered to are: "Combine 
transformation with construction and reorganization of production, without 
being too anxious to do the job or sticking too closely to orders.” The 
resolution also affirms this; “In the south, in industry and mostly in 
light industry, there still are five economic components -- the state- 
operated, joint state-private, collectivized, individual and privately- 
owned-and-operated components -- and so there must be correct positions 
and policies for each economic component, “ 


As to the industrial installations that have become state-operated and 
joint state-private enterprises, the major guidelines for them are to con- 
tinue to consolidate and reorganize production, to strengthen the capabil- 
ities of their managerial and professional cadres, to teach socialism to 
workers, to properly use the private owners who have participated in the 
transformation and at the same time to reorganize the different aspects of 
management in accordance with the principle of socialist management of pro- 
duction and business, for the purpose of raising labor productivity and 
product quality and showing their superiority over other economic compo- 
nents, As to the installations that have reluctantly become joint state- 
private enterprises, we must carefully consider the actual situation and, 
on the basis of production interests, take proper measures to correct it 
and, if necessary, to make changes in accordance with the policy, The main 
objective of transformation in artisan industry and handicrafts is the 
small producers, The principles of working voluntarily, working for the 
common interests and observing democratic management must be thoroughly un- 
derstood, On the basis of production requirements and technical condi- 
tions, the forms and scope of organization must be appropriately used, such 
as cooperatives, production teams, individual manual labor, families, to 
ensure that during and after the transformation production is maintained 
and developed and there are varieties and abundance of products, 


The transformation of fishing and fish sauce-making also follows the above- 
mentioned principles, with appropriate forms going from low to high being 
adopted and firm steps being made for the purpose of developing production, 


To raise labor productivity, to develop production and to improve the 
standard of living is the highest criterion for evaluation of the correct- 
ness of our policies, including the policy on socialist transformation, To 
raise the quality of socialist transformation is to carry on this job in 
accordance with the adopted guidelines and policy, to care about and con- 
solidate the socialist economic organizations that we have built, to ac- 
tively and steadily step up the collectivization of artisan industry and 
handicrafts and at the same time to correctly implement the policy about 
the five economic components in order to fully use every ability to develop 
production.

NGUYEN DUY TRINH DISCUSSES PARTY LINE ON ECONOMIC MATTERS

6 Speech by Nguyen Duy Trinh: "Understand Thoroughly the Party Line in the 
lan, Policy, Production Organisation and Organization of Management for 
Economic Development" 


[Text_7 On 29 December 1979, Nguyen Duy Trinh, member of the VCP 
Central Committee Political Bureau and deputy premier, 
addressed the 2nd Congress of Delegates of Song Be Pro- 
vincial Party Organization, We print hereunder the major 
parts of his address, NHAN DAN 


The Sixth Plenum of the VCP Central Committee has proposed three urgent 
tasks which we must concentrate on carrying out properly in the next few 
years in order to resolve in time the hot problems and at the same time to 
contribute to successfully fulfilling the basic long-term tasks of our 
party. The three urgent tasks are: 


1. To step up production, to stabilize and maintain the standard of living. 


2. To strengthen national defense and security, to be ready to fight 
against aggression to defend the fatherland. 


3. To firmly struggle to overcome the negative aspects of the economic and 
social activities, particularly stealing, bribery and oppression of the 
masses, 


Some party members and cadres and a number of people in the population 
often use the word “bursting” whenever they refer to the spirit of the res- 
olution, But among some of you, each person understands that word differ- 
ently and even thinks of cvposite meaning, which leads to some deviations 
in the fulfillment of the tasks, 


The resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the VCP Central Committee proposes 
the task of stepping up production and gradually overcoming the present 
difficulties, lack of balance and stagnancies so as to strongly develop 
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the national economy, That is the objective requirement of an economy of 
small-scale production to move straight to the socialist large-scale pro- 
duction; this economy does have the capabilities to achieve strong devel- 
opment, as some of you who like to use the word “bursting” have said, On 
the other hand, the resolution of the Sixth Plenum is aimed at overcoming 
the subjective shortcomings in the effort to thoroughly understand the par- 
ty line in the plan, policy, organization of production and management, 
etc, for economic development, But we must understand the spirit of this 
resolution is aimed at stepping up production in accordance with the party 
line (resolution of the Fourth Congress) and in the direction of socialist 
transformation and construction as the party has indicated, 


We must understand the policies and positions, and a number of measures as 
contained in the Sixth Plenum resolution, within the entire process of 
struggle between "the two roads" -- the socialist road and the capitalist 
road -- and create additional favorable factors to move our country's econ- 
omy and society on the socialist road, Consequently, we advocate the 
“bursting” of anything that now and in the long run and finally will bring 
about positive and favorable results capable of serving the socialist con- 
struction, The “bursting” must be in the same direction as that of the 
state plan and improved policies of the party and government, "bursting" 
within the orbit of the socialist revolution and construction, within the 
managerial reach and control of the socialist state and within the neces- 
sary and permissible limits, in conformity with the initial steps of the 
transitional period, 


In connection with the question of “bursting,” there is a number of views 
that need to be clearly determined: 


1 - The question of using the plan as the center of the socialist manage- 
ment system and how to apply the goods-money relationships, 


Laws are objective, In the present situation of our country which is now 
in the initial stage of the period of transition to socialiem, the economy 
is under the effects of a system of laws, in which the socialist laws occu- 
py more and more the leading position, In this system of laws, there are 
value laws with new contents, the socialist contents that are expanded ev- 
eryday along with the successful rate of progress of the socialist trans- 
formation and construction, 


According to some opinion we must give priority to development in favor of 
the value laws, that is the goods-money relationships and market relation- 
ships, and even consider the unorganized market (which we by habit call 
"the free market") the principal one, 


We advocate the wide use of goods and monetary relationships (through the 
organized and unorganized markets), but it must be based on the plan as 
the center and in favor of the most effective fulfillment of the plan. 
the plan itself is based on the economic laws of socialism, the most 
tant ones being the basic law, i.e., to satisfy more and more fully 
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people's material and cultural needs by stepping up production on the ba- 
sis of collective mastery and the scientific and technical revoluticn and 
the law of planned and balanced development of the national economy, The 
Third Party Congress resolution clearly indicates that we must apply the 
economic laws of socialism and pay appropriate attention to the law of 
value in the socialist construction, etc, In our country, right in the 
first stage of the socialist construction, we must build the new economic 
structure consisting of the following relationships; the industrial-agri- 
cultural structure relationship, the relationship between the central and 
local economies, the relationship between the productive force and the 
production relationships, the relationship between accumulation and con- 
sumption, the relationship between the economy and national defense and 

the economic relationship between our coutry and foreign countries, In 
building the economic structure, we must comply with the requirements of 
the laws of socialism and create favorable conditions for these laws to de- 
velop their effectiveness in the national economy, Naturally the law of 
value holds an important position; we must pay utmost attention to apply- 
ing it in the overall system of objective laws, in which the characteristic 
laws of socialism reflect the nature of socialism, occupy the leading posi- 
tion and gradually occupy the role of absolute rule, 


In the relationship between planning and application of market relation- 
ships in the south, we must resist the tendency to underestimate the plan 
and to prefer development outside of the plan to development within the 
plan, which is a wrong tendency, Our plan has many weak, restrictive and 
bureaucratic aspects, We must correct both the contents and method of 
planning. This an absolute necessity, But this does not mean we need to 
narrow our planning, nor to place the market relationships above planning, 
In some localities the market is widened to such an extent that the state 
plan norms cannot be achieved and the force and leading role of the state- 
run economy are weakened, Whatever is stagnant and of poor quality is at- 
tached to the state-run activities; whatever cannot be done by the state- 
run enterprises is said to be done, and done better, by private business, 
While the state does not have cigarettes, soap, etc., the unorganized mar- 
ket does have considerable quantities of soap and cigarettes, What de- 
serves attention now is the fact that very many lines of goods, including 
those in the state-run stores, are counterfeit or do not satisfy any stand- 
ards; in many cases this is because some cadres, in collusion with the in- 
dividuals doing contract work, tolerate careless work aimed at seeking 
profit and cheating the state and consumers, Some examples: in many local- 
ities soap is made to show an oil content of only 7-17 percent; cigarettes 
manufactured in the private business also contain manioc or cotton leaves, 


Thus the market is no longer a supplement to the plan, nor does it encour- 
age the fulfillment of our plan, but on the contrary it goes against it, 
adversely affects its fulfillment and reduces the effectiveness of produc- 
tion and the national economy, 


The use of our market relationships is a totally voluntary action and an 
objective necessity, but we should not let the market freely affect 
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production and the living conditions in a spontaneous manner; instead, we 
must transform it and strive to achieve mastery over it, 


we all know that next to the organised market, which mainly relies on the 
plan, there still exists in an objective manner and to a definite extent 
the unorganized outside-of-the-plan market (the free market), It comple- 
ments the planned market and its scope and nature are affected by the 
latter, 


Within this unorganized market we must distinguish the different types of 
"free" markets, There are the objectively necessary "free" markets (which 
we sometimes call rural markets like the collective farmers' narkete in 
the Soviet Union) where producers (mainly cooperatives and farmers), after 
having fulfilled their obligation to the state, bring the surplus and sec- 
ondary farm products to sell to consumers; they are a component of the uni- 
fied long-lasting socialist market, There are private "free" markets where 
businessmen, mostly small businessmen, operate; they exist while production 
has not yet reached a high level of development and the socialist produc- 
tion relationships have not yet occupied an absolute ruling position and, 
consequently, must be transformed and strictly managed, There also are 
speculative black markets of capitalist character (even when capitalist 
enterprises and stores no longer exist), which aust be wiped out and elin- 
inated rather than used, The boundaries between the different types of 
free markets are very flexible, but we must know how to distinguish thea 
so as to manage them correctly and to know what aust be used and transfora- 
ed and what must be resolutely eliminated, 


2 = For the economic sectors in the south, in what way the “bursting” 
should be? 


The economy of the south has many sectors, After the few years of social- 
ist transformation, presently we have five economic sectors -- the state- 
operated, collective (or cooperative), state-owned (or in its high fora, 
jointly-operated), privately-owned and -operated, and individual economic 
sectors. 


Some people think that all sectors must be allowed “to burst," but atten- 
tion must first be paid to the individual and privately-owned and -operated 
sectors in order to obtain more and more abundant lines of goods. This 


view is wrong. 


The VCP Central Committee resolution clearly states that we must “correctly 
carry out the party policy about the five economic sectors in the south in 
order to fully use all labor, technical and managerial capabilities for the 
purpose of developing production, In the industrial sectors, particularly 
in the light industries producing consumer goods, the state-operated eco- 
nomic sector must play the leading role, but it still has to let some na- 
tional bourgeois elements operate under the state management,” The purpose 
of using the economic sectors within a specified time is to develop produc- 
tion in the best way possible; therefore, depending on the lines of goods, 
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the sectors and occupations, the level of development of the productive 
force and the ripeness of the production relationships, we must use the ap- 
propriate economic form, For instance, we have only the state-operated 
economic sector in connection with such sectors as metallurgy, electric 
power, large-scale machine industry, chemicals, mining, railroad transpor- 
tation, long-distance sea transportation, air transportation, etc, but as 
to others like agriculture, light industry, artisan industry and handi- 
crafts, we Can use many economic sectors and use them mainly in the field 
of production, 


As to the individual economic sector, whatever the state-operated and col- 
lective economic sectors do not need to do or do not quite effectively yet 
accomplish is left to individuals to do, 


To allow the individual economic sector, including some national bourgeois 
elements, to do business or productive work in a number of sectors and oc- 
cupations and within a specified time is an objective necessity for the 
national welfare and the people's livelihood, However, these are the pri- 
vately-operated economic activities under the proletarian dictatorship, 
that is, under the state control and management, The few national bour- 
geois elements who are permitted to do business in a number of sectors and 
occupations are no longer capitalists in the true meaning of the word, but 
this privately-owned and -operated economic component has more or less en- 
tered the orbit of the socialist revolution and submitted itself to the 
management of the socialist state up to different levels, through many pro- 
cedures, regulations and prices in connection with the supplying of raw ma- 
terials, fuels and materials; the purchase of products; taxes; labor man- 
agement, etc, The individual economic activities of small producers are 
the same -- they cannot be totally separated from the social production as 
a whole and, willy-nilly, remain under the influence of the state manage- 
ment system through many economic and administrative management tools. 

The important question is how to attain this goal: society increases the 
abundance of products, with the economic plan being properly fulfilled; 
the state controls more and more products for proper distribution to pro- 
duction and consumption; and the working people increase their income and 
find that their standard of living is improved, In other words, the ques- 
tion is to attain the following goal: to develop the entire productive 
force and to establish, develop and consolidate the socialist production 
relationships; to ensure the victory of socialism; and to solve the prob- 
lem of “who wins” in the struggle between two roads -- socialist and capi- 
talist -- in the transitional period, 


About the production relationships, the party still emphasizes that we must 
continue to step up the socialist transformation in the south and to con- 
solidate and perfect the production relaticiships in the north, The use of 
many economic sectors must be carried out on the basis of developing the 
socialist economic sector, which serves as the hard core of the national 
economy; developing and consolidating the state-operated economic sector, 
the leading role of which in the national economy must be ensured; and 
strengthening the collective economic sector, 
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It is wrong and dangerous for us to think (and to act) that we should let 
the privately-operated economic activities "burst" by "feeding on" the 
state-operated and collective economic sectors and by weakening the posi- 
tions of socialism, We must, therefore, give priority to “bursting” in the 
state-operated and collective economic sectors, 


To study the implementation of the Sixth Plenum resolution must be in that 
direction, Recently the state-operated and cooperative economic sectors 
have encountered very difficult development because of the fact that plan- 
ning and the management policies and procedures, collectively called the 
managerial system, were restricted by all-inclusive and bureaucratic admin- 
istrative practices, which we have been slow in improving. Now we must 
create favorable conditions first of all to help the state-operated and 
cooperative economic sectors -- the ones that bear the socialist charac- 
ter -- to operate, to develop and to be in a better and better position ev- 
eryday to influence and transform the nonsocialist economic sectors, 


3 - In the production, distribution, circulation and consumption process, 
what is the key factor where “bursting” should take place? 


Some people think that "bursting" should take place in circulation and that 
this factor is to be considered a lever to move the others, 


Presently there are many obstacles and irrational restrictions that should 
not exist in circulation; consequently, production and livelihood are af- 
fected, We must ensure smooth circulation of goods from production to con- 
sumption, For instance, millions of bowls and cups and other pottery arti- 
cles are stored in Song Be Province while other localities are short of 
them. In many northern districts of this province, there is no way to dig 
up all the manioc roots (about 5,000 hectares of manioc in the ethnic mi- 
norities' gones have not yet been plowed) to free the land for cultivation 
just because there are no vehicles to transport them to other localities 
and there are no local processing installations, Wood from the top tree 
branches are discarded in large quantities while there is a shortage in the 
delta and Ho Chi Minh City of wood as well as firewood and charcoal, Other 
examples are likely to be plentiful. But production is the most basic fac- 
tor because it produces goods and wealth, To refuse to permit "block the 
river, prohibit gathering at the marketplace” is a good and necessary meas- 
ure, But that is not enough, “Bursting” must take place in production as 
a basic step and from there on in other parts of the reproduction process 
in a synchronized move, 


Production can work properly only in the very close relations with the var- 
ious parts of the reproduction process, At present, in distribution and 
circulation (actually in many policies and procedures in connection with 
finance, money, prices, wages, commerce, etc.) there are shortcomings that 
impede production and affect the living conditions, To promote "bursting" 
in production we must change and supplement such policies and procedures, 
But this does not mean to develop any kind of market and to underestimate 
market management, to give priority to developing the privately-operated 
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commerce and market as against the state-operated and collective commerce, 
nor to run after a greater development of circulation, commerce and market 
than our producing capacity permits and demands. 


Song Be Province currently has a contradictory situation that sust be prop- 
erly resolved. It is the situation of grain and industrial crops. The 
value of industrial crops is 6-10 times higher than that of grain crops. 
Some people suggest that besides rubber we must pay greater attention to 
growing coffee and pepper. While we are still unable to specialize in 
growing coffee and pepper because of the lack of proper water conservancy 
works, we should encourage the people to grow them in plots around their 
houses (in average from 1,000 to 2,000 square meters including houses). 
The secretary of the Provincial VCP Committee has correctly observed that 
of the 150 tons of coffee produced by the province each year only 15 tons 
were exported and that that quantity was truly too small. Coffee and pep- 
per can very well become a strength of the province in terms of export. 


And while we cannot as yet produce enough grain, we can through export buy 
grain and the goods and materials we are short of. 


About animal husbandry, Song Be Province also has many favorable conditions. 
The province must actively consider putting aside 15 percent of its land 

for animal husbandry, particularly in the northern districts where there 
are cooperatives, and properly solving the grain problem in order to sul- 
tiply the very precious breeding hogs of Animal Farm 2-9, thus creating the 


ability to raise breeding hogs for export and to promote a widespread 
animal-raising mass movement. 


In agriculture, Song Be is a province that has a considerable ability to 
grow subsidiary food crops. The question is to determine more clearly the 
direction for grain production, to strive not only to have enough grain for 
its own consumption but also to fulfill its grain obligation to the state. 
we do not advocate self-sufficiency in grain supply maintained in a mechan- 
ical way by every locality, mostly every di 
province sust do its very best to solve by 
paddy and subsidiary food crops) under 
tions, which you all know. The

and slash-burned land. But the percentage of subsidiary food crops in the 
grain crop allocation did not truly reflect the land situation in the prov- 
ince. The province has a much greater ability to grow more 
crops. And growing more subsidiary food crops must go hand in hand with 
processing such crops. You have noted that the processing of subsidiary 
food crops currently remains a weak link. The mass movement for manual 


food processing has not yet spread widely enough. 


Through the delegates’ reports and ideas, I have found that you are showing 
the determination to carry on the advice of Premier Pham Van Dong on 14 MNo- 
vember 1979: "Song Be must take the lead in subsidiary food processing to 
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include these foods in the principal meals and to make our meals in the en- 
tire country more and more civilized everyday.” I wish you success in car- 
rying out this policy, 


Song Be also has many abilities to develop artisan industry and handicrafts 
in accordance with the guidelines, policy and position set forth in the 
resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the VCP Central Committee, The key prob- 
lem is that of raw materials; we must create and fully use the local raw 
materials sources and at the same time solve the problems of consumption, 
circulation, prices, etc, Here again we must step up the development of 
the state-operated and collective (mostly the collective) economic sectors 
and at the same time fully use the private economic capabilities to develop 
the artisan industry and handicrafts, Since the production of consumer 
goods is an area of production that is very closely linked with the market, 
the application of the relationships between goods and money and the poli- 
cies concerned is very important, But we must avoid the tendency to ne- 
glect market management, which will lead to a situation in which the local- 
ities and basic units fight with one another to seize the raw materials 
sources and even rivalries between central and local enterprises and among 
the state-operated, collective and privately-operated economic sectors. 





4 - About the relationships among the three interests -- social, collective 
and individual interests, 


In the period of transition to socialism, particularly in the initial step, 
when the principle of distribution based on labor and encouragement of work- 
ers or working collectives by material benefits has a great meaning for 
promoting economic development, we must do our best to correctly resolve 
the three-interest relationship and consider the unanimity among the three 
kinds of interests a red thread that runs through all of our production and 
social management activities, 


A factor that is quite important in the relationship among the three kinds 
of interests is the unanimity between benefits and obligation. Farmers 
have the obligation to pay full agricultural taxes, to pay all debts and to 
sell grain to the state; they will then enjoy the benefits of being the 
first to be able to buy materials and fertilizer to expand production, to 
sell surplus products and to improve their own living conditions. Indeed, 
during the difficult years when rice prices were sharply increased, those 
Mekong delta farmers who had lots of paddy were those who had the aost 
money. Do not raise purchase prices in a reckless manner just to ensure 
fulfillment of the norms, for it means to cause great damage to the state 
fund and to pour money and goods into the hands of those who do private 
business, Pay attention to improving the living standard of cadres, work- 
ers and civil servants, but take educational and administrative measures 
to fight stealing and bribery. 


I want to emphasize here the job of purchasing goods as it is a matter that 
reflects the common link among the three kinds of interests, The purchas- 
ing job is now plagued by serious mistakes and deviations that must be cor- 
rected immediately: 
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- Many localities do not correctly implement the purchase and price policy 
of the party and state, underestimate their obligation, fail to step up 
tax collection and even to keep tax books, neglect the collection of in- 
kind payment of debts, do not base purchases on two-way contracts, which 
are not even drawn up, and fail to draft plans for purchases based on 
directed prices while preferring to go after agreed prices instead and even 
to buy at prices higher than those in the unorganized market, 


Directive No 375-TTg of the Premier clearly states; "After the collection 
of in-kind payment of agricultural taxes, collection of debts and purchase 
of goods through two-way contracts, then try to buy additional quantities 
of the remaining products at agreed prices, Keep aside some quantities of 
goods and materials for selling along with purchases outside of the plan 
and limit as much as possible purchases with cash at agreed prices, 


- Another serious mistake is the fact that many localities purchase farm 
products and sell the state's industrial goods at directed prices at the 
rate of 1 dong = 1 dong. Some examples; i kilogram of laundry detergent 
plus 5 dong in cash being exchanged for 6 kilograms of peanut (in the mean- 
time, the selling price of 1 kilogram of laundry detergent outside is 

40 dong); 1 meter of cotton material being exchanged for 1 kilogram of pea- 
nut; 2 kilograms of cement plus .80 dong in cash being exchanged for 1 kilo- 
gram of peanut, etc. This way of calculating means a big loss for the 
state and is incorrect in terms of both policy and practice, for the state 
sells farmers the means of production at low prices (sometimes below costs). 
By doing this way, we give only a part of the money and goods to the pro- 
ducers, another part which is far from small to a number of private-business 
people, and finally not much to the state in terms of purchased farm prod- 
ucts, According to the latest evaluation by the investigating groups, only 
about 30 percent of materials went to farmers. This is the reason why the 
state is short of money and goods while in the unorganized market money and 
goods are more plentiful everyday, How can we then achieve a balanced bud- 
get and balanced cash receipts and spending? 


- Another phenomenon that deserves our attention is the sense of responsi- 
bility of the organs which, at the time they have to determine the directed 
prices and agreed prices, are not sensitive to the daily fluctuations of 
prices in the unorganized market. Some localities have so far still kept 
the directed prices set in the beginning of the crop season, fFor instance, 
recently in the unorganized markets of many localities the price of 1 gia 
[fa unit of weight equal to 20 kg / of paddy was 50 dong but the directed 
price was kept at 60 dong; the market price of peanut was 4,50 dong a kilo- 
gram but the directed price was still 5 dong. 


- An investigation in a Mekong delta province revealed that cadres usually 
spent almost all of the money paid by farmers for materials and that farn- 
ers actually had not contracted much debt but ‘t was the cadres who had been 
corrupt, There were cooperative accountants and cadres who had owed the 
state tens or hundreds of thousands of dong of agricultural materials. 
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The above-mentioned deviations prove that our organs and cadres have not un- 
derstood the true nature of the market relationships between the state and 
farmers, nor grasped the link among the three kinds of interests; on the 
other hand, we have not yet known how to do business, not to do business 

in the way private people do but in the socialist way. We aust learn to do 
civiliged business, ag Lenin had taught, 


5 - About the relationships among the central, local and basic levels, 


This is the question of carrying out the collective mastery system in pro- 
duction management from the central to local and basic level, The working 
people are masters of production installations and at the same time a part 
of the mastery in their localities and the mastery in the entire country. 
For instance, the production and business installations make profits and 
put aside one part of these profits for payment to their localities, an- 
other part to the central administration and, of course, one part for their 
own funds, The localities work for themselves and at the same time carry 
out the plan assigned by the central administration and have the responsi- 
bility for helping to develop the production installations. The central ad- 
ministration is also responsible for the localities and production installa- 
tions, Therefore, on the basis of the basic principle of socialist manage- 
ment being democratic centralism, we must correctly achieve the two-way re- 
lationship between the central and local level, between sectors, localities 
and production installations, between the state and cooperatives and be- 
tween the state and working people. In the matter of dividing management 
among localities and production installations, we must ensure the central- 
iged and unified management of the central administration and at the same 
time expand the independence of localities and production installations. 

For instance, on the basis of the common price list issued by the central 
administration, all localities and production installations have the right 
to set the prices of some products consumed in their local areas; after ful- 
filling their obligation to the central administration, they have the right 
to deal with other localities and to import and export some goods for their 
own use (under the guidance of the foreign trade organ). 


Be aware of and resist the tendency of localities (and production installa- 
tions) to be self-sufficient, or the so-called tendency to be “totally 
closed" of the small-scale production, which cuts the national economy into 
many bits, many "small kingdoms.” To do so is to destroy the unification 
of the national economy and to harm the common interests of the country as 
a whole, first of all the interests of the localities and production instal- 
lations themselves. To do so is to go against the objective trend and so- 
cialist principle of the national economy going more and more deeply into 
division of labor among sectors, localities and production installations 
and extending the cooperation among units, mainly in accordance with the 
state plan, 


At present there exists a situation in which the relations among the cen- 
tral administration, ministries and provinces are not yet very good -- a 
situation that is also one of the reasons behind the lack of effectiveness

of the state plan. Generally speaking, at the present time, the eugar and 
oil corporations are encountering a very serious shortage of raw materials 
and the tobacco corporation is almost closed. In the meantime, the local- 
ities have the tendency to hold back raw materials for development of lo- 
cal industries with poorer effectiveness; more serious is the fact that 
while the state (both central and local) cannot purchase farm products-raw 
materials for development of light and food industries, private citizens 
have more and more raw materials and produce many lines of products for the 
market, the prices of which they deliberately raise, thus creating diffi- 
culties for the economic and social management, as well as for the promo- 
tion of effectiveness of the proletarian dictatorship and of the working 
people's collective mastery under the party leadership. 


On the other hand, the activities of the central enterprises located in lo- 
cal areas and the leadership of many ministries and general departments are 
separated from the overall economic and social structure of the localities 
and thus fail not only to motivate, serve and support the local economy but 
also to cause adverse effects on the standard of living. This is a great 
shortcoming in the socialist management caused by a failure to fully under- 
stand the principle of democratic centralism and the principle of combining 
management based on sectors and management based on localities and terri- 
torial sreas. 


By these principles, every economic unit or economic activity does have 
central and local responsibilities. As an example, we cannot say that the 
state of machine breakdowns in the Phu Rieng rubber-producing area is to- 
tally to be blamed on the central administration and that the locality con- 
cerned does not have its share of responsibility. Nor can we say that the 
present difficult living conditions of workers of the rubber corporations 
managed by the central administration and located in local areas are within 
the responsibility of the central administration and that the state- 
operated sugar and tobacco factories, in the face of shortages of raw mate- 
rials, should let the central enterprises take care of the problem since 
they are not responsible for it, and so on. Any localities that have any 
centrally-managed projects sust contribute to carrying out the plan, super- 
vising and coordinating the use of manpower, giving priority to supplying 
raw materials and providing administrative management, ensuring security 
and living conditions for workers, civil servants, etc. The central enter- 
prises concerned, on the other hand, have the obligation to assist the lo- 
calities concerned, to contribute a share in their budget, etc.

(NHAN DAN 29 February editorial: "“Overfulfill the Plan Norm for Spring 
Subsidiary Food Crop Cultivation") 


[Excerpts] The cultivation of subsidiary food crops in the immediate as 
well as distant future plays an increasingly important role in the national 
economy, especially in resolving the problems of providing grain for the 
people and feed for animals. In this connection, we must struggle in the 
next few years to make the annual volume of subsidiary food crop produc- 
tion in paddy equivalent account for 25 percent of the gross production of 
food. 


Due to this year's prolonged drought and unexpected cold spell, we must 
shift to planting subsidiary food crops on some rice areas and enlarging 
the food crop area. 


Cultivation of subsidiary food crops is all the most significant this year 
because it will contribute to insuring fulfillment and overfulfillment of 
the food production plan norms for the winter-spring crop season as well 
as all of 1980. 


In 1979, the country's spring subsidiary food crop area accounted for nearly 
half of the year's total subsidiary food crop area, From Binh Tri Thien 
Province northward, the area planted to the spring subsidiary food crop 
accounted for two thirds of the total subsidiary food ¢*"" screage, exclud- 
ing the winter crop. 


In general, our potential for increasing the volume of subse.‘ ary food 
crops through intensive cultivation and expansion of the area of cultiva- 
tion is still very great in various agricultural sones throughout the coun- 
try. We can increase the subsidiary food crop area by hundreds of thousands 
of hectares by double-cropping of rice in the northern provinces and on 
ricefields normally planted to one 10th-month rice crop in the midland and 
mountainous regions, and by expanding the winter-spring and summer-fall 
subsidiary food crop areas in the southern provinces. We can also shift to 
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planting solely subsidiary food crops on those ricefields normally planted 
to one rice crop and one subsidiary food crop, or to substituting one long- 
term subsidiary food crop by two short-term crops using high-yield seeds. 


We can develop the cultivation of subsidiary food crops in many ways by 
vigorously accelerating the intensive cultivation of extra crops along with 
reclaiming virgin land and expanding the cultivated area. We can specialise 
in concentrated or scattered crop cultivation with the maximum use of all 
sources of labor and all types of land. 


Every locality must build a concentrated area of secondary crop cultivation 
in order to create a stabilized volume of subsidiary food crop production. 
Moreover, we must exert every effort to encourage the scattered cultiva- 
tion of such crops in order to contribute to meeting primarily the needs 

of the local people and animals.

HO CHI MINH CITY MEETING REVIEWS GRAIN PROCUREMENT IN SOUTH

[Summary] On 24 and 25 February, the premier's office held a meeting in 
Ho Chi Minh City of people's committee chairmen of provinces from Thuan Hai 
southward, various ministers and representatives of sectors and agencies 
concerned to review implementation of grain obligation norms for 1980 and 
the 1979-80 10th-month and winter-spring crop seasons. Vice Premier Do 
Muoi, alternate member of the party Central Committee Political Bureau, 
sponsored the meeting. 


"In general, the tasks of collecting and purchasing the 10th-month grain 
in provinces from Thuan Hai southward are progressing well." Since early 
February, a campaign has been conducted in all the provinces to collect 
taxes and debts and purchase grain in accordance with two-way economic 
contracts. All responsible sectors have strived to help the grain sector 
collect, purchase and transport grain. "Thanks to this effort, as of 

20 February the provinces have fulfilled 25 percent of the annual grain 
obligation norm and 40 percent of the norm for the 10th-month crop season, 
an increase of more than 50 percent over the same period last year." 


Concluding the meeting, Vice Premier Do Muoi pointed out the important role 
and urgent requirements of the tasks of collecting and purchasing grain in 
national construction and defense. He said: "To resolve the grain problen, 
the main task is to accelerate production. We resolve to successfully 
implement the production plan and to collect and purchase grain in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the resolution of the party Central Committee Sixth 
Plenum and the state plan norm for 1980." 


He stressed: "Faced with the urgent demand for grain, all localities must 
be well aware of and fulfill their responsibilities for satisfactorily re- 
solving the grain problem of the entire country. With determination and 
through the measures adopted at this meeting, we are convinced that the 
production and grain obligation norms for 1980 will be fulfilled to meet 
the requirements of building and firmly defending socialist Vietnam."

AGRICULTURAL NEWS REVIEW FOR LATE FEBRUARY

[Review of agricultural news for the past 10 days) 


[Summary] During the last 10 days of February, the agricultural sector 
concentrated mostly on growing the winter-spring crops on schedule. 


“According to the General Statistics Department, as of 25 February, more 
than 1.3 million hectares of the winter-spring rice had been grown through- 
out the country, with the northern provinces taking credit for more than 
680,000 hectares, or 63 percent of the plan target, and the southern pro- 
vinces, more than 620,000 hectares, or 90 percent of the plan target." 


Despite the efforts made by many northern provinces, including Hai Hung, 
Thai Binh, Ha Bac and Ha Son Binh, to grow the spring rice faster, the 
transplanting rate has been slow, With the exception of Binh Tri Thien, 
Nghe Tinh, Son La and Haiphong provinces, which have transplanted more than 
70 percent of the area, the other provinces in the Bac Bo midland and delta 
regions have managed to fulfill only 50 or 60 percent of the transplanting 
plan. 


More than 30,000 hectares- of the newly transplanted rice have withered dur- 
ing the recent prolonged severe cold spell. The localities concerned are 
inspecting the affected area plot by plot so as to apply appropriate cor- 
rective measures. 


“Although all localities have made many efforts in growing the spring rice, 
ae of late February more than 300,000 hectares in the northern provinces 
still need to be transplanted. Therefore, all localities must apply 
measures to further accelerate the transplanting of spring rice, if this 
year's Sth-month spring rice is to be grown on the entire area on schedule." 


To date, the transplanting of the winter-spring rice in the southern pro- 
vinces has been basically completed. Some B-2 provinces have fulfilled 
more than 93 percent of their transplanting plan, while the Mekong delta 
provinces, including Kien Giang, Hau Giang, An Giang, Dong Thap, Ben Tre, 
Dong Nai and Thuan Hai, have fulfilled or overfulfilled theirs. 
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"Generally speaking, this year's winter-spring rice in the southern pro- 
vinces is developing fairly satisfactorily. In many localities, peasante 
are caring for, applying fertilizer to and weeding the ricefielde already 
transplanted. In some places, however, the rice crop is being attacked 
by leafhoppers; in some other places, drought has been reported. Peasants 
in the affected areas are concentrating on using insecticides and other 
means to stamp out leafhoppers while using pumps and buckets to combat 
drought." 


Last week, various localities continued to grow subsidiary food crops and 
industrial plants. As of 25 February, more than 700,000 hectares had been 
grown, including more than 520,000 hectares of subsidiary food crops, more 
than 100,000 hectares of vegetables and beans, and more than 60,000 hectares 
of industrial plants. 


"With regard to animal husbandry, the recent prolonged severe cold spell and 
inadequate protective measures have caused the deaths of more than 6,000 
head of old cattle. According to reports by 8 northern provinces, an out- 
break of epidemic has killed more than 20,000 pigs." Immediately after Tet, 
various localities have adopted measures to insure the fulfillment of the 
1980 state plan for livestock raising. 


In the immediate future, all localities should satisfactorily carry out the 
following main tasks: 


1. Quickly transplant the spring rice in the remaining area on schedule. 


2, Care for the rice already transplanted and protect it from harmful 
insects and diseases. 


3. Continue to grow vegetables, subsidiary food crops and industrial plants. 
4. Quickly restore the herds of domestic animals depleted during the Tet 
celebrations, pay attention to the production of animal feeds and stamp out 
all epizootic epidemics. - 

5. The southern provinces must care for the winter-spring rice, begin 
preparations for the summer-fall crop, grow more spring vegetables and 


subsidiary food crops and continue to satisfactorily fulfill their grain 
obligation to the state.

VINH PHU INITIATIVE IN WINTER-SPRING AGRICULTURAL SEASON DESCRIBED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 7 Jan 80 p 2

[Text] A Lesson From Past Years 


As in many other areas, the winter-spring agricultural season in Vinh 
Phu is a production season of decisive significance with regard to the 
yearly total output of grain. 


The 1979 winter-spring production season was carried out at a time when 
our country was faced with war, a substantial reduction in the work force 
and technical supplies, and unfavorable climatic conditions. Nevertheless, 
at the end of this season, Vinh Phu obtained a total grain output equiva- 
lent to 93 percent of that of the previous season and overfulfilled the 
grain obligation plan norm by 0.1 percent. The hog herd numbered 328,000 
showing an increase of 32,000 over the same period last year. The total 
purchase value of agricultural goods, food products and export commodities 
came to 11 million dong--a 6 percent increase over the same period in 
1978. Many essential agricultural goods and food products such as 
coconut, lacquer resin, cucumber, pork, poultry, eggs and fish showed a 
substantial increase over the same period in 1978. 


Many cooperatives such as those in Tho Tang, Tu Trung and Hong Phuong in 
Vinh Lac District obtained an output of 3 to 3.3 tons of paddy per hectare. 
Two districts situated in the hilly area of the Lo River and Tam Thanh 
increased their paddy output by 722 to 781 tons. Many cooperatives in 

Lap Thach, Tam Dao, raised the production of subsidiary food crops to 25 
and even 30 percent of the grain output. 


Attention was paid to building material-technical bases, especially to 
gradually improving the network of agricultural technical stations at 

the district level and to increasing the number of agricultural equipment 
and machines and of water conservancy works which involved the investment 
of tens of millions of dong. As a result, there was an additional possi- 
bility of irrigating more than 4,600 hectares and draining 3,650 others. 
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However, the grain output was still low and the production of foodstuffs 
and export goods--though better than in the past--did not increase 
markedly. This shortcoming was due to the slow application of technical 
progress in the productio. process. Due importance was not yet attached 
to routine technical measures involved in intensive cultivation such as 
seed selection, green manure production and irrigation and drainage 
according to scientific methods. 


The implementation of the production plan was not firmly organized and 
guided. Many areas failed to properly assign tasks according to two-way 
economic contracts, to correctly apply the system of quotas, rewards and 
penalties and to closely coordinate state and collective interests with 
those of producers. The practice of distributing income on an average 
basis gave rise to shoddiness, irresponsibility and neglect of the end 
result of production. 


Focus On Targets 


During the 1980 winter-spring agricultural season, Vinh Phu has been 
trying to achieve 380,000 tons of grain, 160,000 tons of edible vegetables, 
380,000 hogs, 16,000 tons of meat of various kinds and 4,500 tons of fish. 
The province is fully exploiting its labor and land potentials. The task 
of opening new land and reclaiming fallow land is being carried out on an 
additional 400 hectares and multicropping applied on a further 7,500 
hectares of fields so far cultivated with only the 10th-month crop while 
5,000 hectares of land are used for seed sowing. In areas unable to 
cultivate all the lands at their disposal, the surplus land is lent to 
cooperative members or state agencies for one or two agricultural seasons. 
Efforts are being made to rapidly create areas specialized in cultivating 
highly productive rice varieties and industrial crops. 





Vinh Phu cultivates 65,000 hectares (including 45,000 hectares of spring 
rice) and strives to achieve an output of 22 quintals of paddy per hectare. 
The city and various districts have zoned a number of cooperatives into 

a rice cultivation area with a yield of 7 to 8 tons [of paddy per hectare]. 
Phong Chau and Vinh Lac Districts have 2,000 to 4,000 hectares which are 
highly productive in rice. Hilly and mountainous districts have each 
chosen one or two cooperatives to build this category of rice cultivation 
area where investments and basic intensive cultivation measures--such as 
water conservancy, fertilizers, azolla and seeds--are concentrated and 
where irrigation and drainage are carried out according to scientific 
methods and the caring for and fertilization of rice plants follow 
advanced technical regulations. 


During the current agricultural season, the province will cultivate sub- 
sidiary food crops on 48,000 hectares including 10,000 hectares of corn, 
10,000 hectares of sweet potato, 5,000 hectares of potato and 20,000 
hectares of cassava. These categories of crops are gradually used to 
build zones of concentrated cultivation of subsidiary food crops. For 
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cassava alone, Song Lo builds a concentrated cultivation zone of 2,500 
hectares; Lap Thach [District] a zone of 2,000 hectares; Thanh Son 
[District] a zone of 2,500 hectares and Song Thao a zone of 1,300 hectares. 
In these concentrated specialized cultivation zones, each type of crop 
constitutes an intensive cultivation area with high productivity to serve 
as a model for guidance in terms of surface. During the current agri- 
cultural season, Vinh Phu applies the method of interplanting various kinds 
of beans on 70 to 80 percent of the area reserved for subsidiary food crops. 


Managerial Improvement 


An urgent task is the improvement of the management system, especially 
the organization of labor. 


To prevent the habit of unilateral undertaking, the province directs 
cooperatives to draw up seasonal and yearly production plans. Based on 

the sound, realistic plans formulated, cooperatives apply the product quota 
system, correlate the producers’ responsibility system with their products 
and strictly implement agreements on rewards and penalties... The 

principle of distributing income according to labor is exactly applied 

to strongly encourage skilled, highly productive laborers. 


The provincial level closely cooperates with districts in leading the 
management of cooperatives, training key cadres for the grassroots, 
guiding major movements and creating material bases for production such 
as by building ordinary fields and upland and hillside fields... The 
various sectors concerned also draw up plans to promote agriculture within 
the scope of their competence and work out specific schedules for the 
execution of these plans. 


A district party committee member and a number of managing cadres are 
responsible for each specialized cultivation zone. In providing guidance, 
the district level pays special attention to the good and bad cooperatives 
and frequently classifies them in order to be able to closely guide the 
grassroots. Cadres and party members are entrusted with spearhead tasks 
or key problems likely to strongly influence labor productivity. 


Mass organizations closely coordinate their activities with the agricultural 
productive labor movement. The Women's Union organizes a movement to carry 
out animal husbandry in households and an emulation movement to interplant 
beans, peanuts and so forth with other crops. The Confederation of Trade 
Unions launches a workers’ movement to build water conservancy works, to 
repair machines and to provide material supplies. The collective 

peasants’ council urges the implementation of the "five open" movement 
(concerning the open handling of income and expenses, achievement evalu- 
ation, commodities, funds and property).

GUIDELINES FOR INTENSIVE CULTIVATION SET FORTH 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 9 Jan 80 pp 1, 4 
[Editorial: "Intensive Agriculture" ] 


[Text] According to the 1980 state plan, the primary task is to concentrate 
on developing agriculture and stepping up the production of grain, food- 
stuffs and raw materials for use in industry and also the production of 
agricultural goods for export. The implementation of intensive cultivation 
and the expansion of arable area through multicropping and new land opening 
are two basic guidelines for increasing the volume of agricultural 
production. These two aspects are closely related and greatly influence 
the rate of agricultural development. In view of the fact that the average 
per capita area of land is very low, intensive cultivation for the purpose 
of increasing productivity is a basic trend aimed at developing agriculture 
on either old or newly open lands. 


According to this principled guideline, the rate of live labor will 
gradually decrease while that of past labor [lao doongj quas khws] will 
gradually increase during the intensive cultivation process. Since the 
present situation in our country is characterized by a limited number of 
material-technical bases and by irregular climatic conditions, the amount 
of live labor invested in each area unit sometimes increases. The 
important question is to reckon and achieve a symmetry between the live 
labor structure and the past labor structure concerning each crop variety 
grown and each domestic animal breed raised on each area, this with a 
view to finding out which factor has a direct effect on production 
increase. The economic efficiency of intensive cultivation must be 
reflected by the rate of increase of the total output, the cost of products 
and an increased percentage of agricultural goods. 


Being a process during which three revolutions are to be carried out 
simultaneously, intensive cultivation in agriculture requires first that 

the scientific-technical revolution--the keystone--be considered an 
important factor. The 1980 agricultural plan indicates the need to 
continuously strengthen material-technical bases and apply technical 
progress in production. Measures concerning water conservancy, fertilizers, 
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seeds, schedules, antierosion, forest protection by tree planting and the 
training and rational use of a contingent of technical and managerial 
cadres must be harmoniously carried out in each locality and inetallation. 


Agricultural productivity is the combined result of numerous factors and 
natural, economic and social relationships. A given intensive cultivation 
measure which proves suitable under certain specific conditions may become 
inappropriate and even harmful in another area. The science of intensive 
agriculture is also the art of zonal guidance. For this reason, it is 
necessary to formulate production regulations for various kinds of crops 
and domestic animals that suit the natural conditions prevalent in each 
region. Where water conservancy works are adequate and where it is 
possible to take the initiative in irrigation and drainage, it is necessary 
to increase the amount of fertilizers, to choose new strains and to raise 
the standards of intensive cultivation. In localities still affected 

by waterlogging and drought, efforts must be concentrated on properly 
carrying out water conservancy in order to develop the effect of ferti- 
lizers, new strains and other technical measures. To zone agricultural 
areas along the lines of concentrated and specialized cultivation is to 
create conditions for carrying out intensive cultivation. Only by zoning 
agricultural areas can one set forth correct production guidelines and 
create a basis for rationally reassigning labor and carrying out intensive 
cultivation steadily and comprehensively with the aim of increasing the 
crops' output and the productivity of domestic animals and labor in the 
agricultural sector. 


Agricultural productivity has tended to decrease over the past few years. 
The productivity of crops and domestic animals has shown great discrepancies 
among various regions and especially between advanced cooperatives and 

weak installations. Uniformly raising the degree of intensive cultivation 
and stepping up intensive cultivation in an all-sided manner in agriculture 
must be a specific guideline for leading the production task in each 
village, district and province. 


To improve leadership and especially to build districts and strengthen 
the district level is to aim at increasing the possibility of satis- 
factorily solving problems arising during the production process.

BUILDING OF SOUTHERN STATE FARMS REVIEWED, GUIDELINES SET FORTH 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 18 Jan 80 p 2

Farms in South Vietnan") 


[Text] In pursuance of the policy on agricultural restoration and develop- 
ment alongside the socialist transformation of South Vietnam ever since it 
was completely liberated, the southern provinces have built 174 large and 
small state farms (not to mention army-operated ones) including: 


--18 state farms belonging to the Central Trung Bo provinces from Quang Nam- 
Danang to Thuan Hai; 


--57 state farms belonging to provinces in the Tay Nguyen region; 
--32 state farms pertaining to the Eastern Nam Bo provinces; and 
--67 state farms in the Western Nam Bo provinces. 


According to plans, the total land area of state farms is 867,000 hectares. 
The provinces which have many concentrated-production state farms are Dac Lac, 
Gia Lai-Cong Tum, Lam Dong, Song Be and Dong Nai. State farms have formed 
specialized cultivation areas such as the Dac Lac coffee area, the Lam Dong 
tea area, the Eastern Nam Bo rubber plantations, the Tay Ninh sugarcane area, 
the Western Nam Bo rice area and so forth. 


During a short period of time, efforts have been exerted to simultaneously 
carry out transformation and construction, to develop the cultivation of new 
crops and also to restore and tend old crops. In 1978, the southern state 
farms produced almost 45,000 tons of dried latex, 5,000 tons of coffee grains, 
5,000 tons of dried tender tea leaves and thousands of tons of foodstuffs. 
Many state farms have satisfactorily developed animal husbandry such as the 
herd of oxen in the Duong Minh Chau state farm, the Phuoc Vinh state farm 

(in Tay Ninh) and the Son Hoi state farm (in Phu Khanh); the hog herd in the 
Phuoc An state farm (in Dac Lac); and the milk cow herd in the Duc Trong 





state farm (in Lam Dong). Business has proven profitable for many state 
farms such as the General Rubber Corporation (which made a 15-million dong 
profit), and the Dac Lac Coffee Farm Corporation (which made a profit of 
more than 5 million dong), and the Bau Can and Bien Ho tea farms and others. 
In addition to production and business, state farms have opened scores of 
thousands of hectares of new land for production purposes and built a num 
ber of material-technical bases to promote production, tasks and life. The 
building of state farms in the south has enjoyed greatly favorable condi- 
tions, especially vast exp*ne*s of continuous, fertile lands, which makes 
it possible to build state ‘arms and concentrate them into large special- 
ized-cultivation areas. The coffee specialized-cultivation area in Dac 

Lac is constituded by a red basaltic soil and has a surface of 200,000 hec- 
tares; there are 200,000 to 250,000 hectares of land in Eastern Nam Bo which 
can be grown with rubber trees, and 200,000 to 300,000 hectares in the Me- 
kong Delta which can be cultivated with rice... Each state farm has an 
overall plan specifying production trends, tasks and scale. The production 
guidelines for state farms are related to the localities’ delimitation of 
economic zones--a task which formerly could not be done by state farms in 
North Vietnan. 


Conditions are also favorable from the climatic point of view--scarcity of 
typhoons and the absence of hoarfrost and biting cold spells. Therefore, 
crops can grow rapidly and remain luxuriant throughout the year. 


A number of state farms have been built on the locations of former planta- 
tions left behind by capitalists and landowners and equipped with material- 
technical facilities. After undergoing transformation, these plantations 
will become rubber, coffee or tea state farms and be able to immediately 
produce economic effects. The southern state farms have profited by the 
construction experiences of the northern state farms and enjoyed the help 
of incoming northern cadres and workers. On the other hand, local leaders 
at all levels have paid great attention to helping state farms and creating 
conditions for them to start activities. 


Owing to the abovementioned favorable conditions, state farms in South Viet- 
nam will score greater achievements if we know how to apply experiences 
drawn from the building of state farms in the north. 


However, due to shortcomings in guiding the development of state farms and 
in applying experiences from the northern state farms, the obstacles encoun- 
tered in building and expanding the northern state farms are now reappearing 
in the southern state farms and failures are sometimes more serious in cer- 
tain areas. 


The shortcomings confronting the southern state farms are as follows: 
--There has been a tendency to focus on quantity and breadth without regard 


for in-depth measures and for the need to implement intensive cultivation 
at the outset and to insure gradual and steady development. Engrossed in 
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the race for quantity, certain provinces have failed to concentrate equip- 
ment, capital and labor investments on completely and adequately building 
areas and state farms one by one. Consequently, production has been scat- 
tered, the opening of new lands interrupted, many newly grown crops have 
died and saplings of bad strains been used. The habit of growing crops 
without fertilizing is still prevalent because many cadres still believe 
that, unlike lands in the north, lands in the south are fertile and, there- 
fore, do not require intensive cultivation and fertilization. Insufficient 
attention has been paid to the movement to produce green manure to cover 
the soil and preserve moisture and humus. 


--Attention has not yet been paid to shaping up and developing animal hus- 
bandry beside cultivation in order to gradually harmonizing both cultiva- 
tion and animal husbandry. To date, most state farms have not yet raised 
herds of domestic animals; if this state of affairs is allowed to continue, 
there will be neither meat for human consumption nor fertilizers for crops. 


--State farms have just begun to pay attention to developing agriculture 
but have neglected to build material-technical’ bases to promote production. 
Though growing thousands of hectares of coffee, tea, corn, cassava and so 
forth, many state farms have not yet drawn up specific plans for building 

a network of warehouses, drying courtyards, baking ovens, processing work- 
shops and so forth. After 3 years of cultivation, both coffee and tea 
trees will begin to yield crops which will progressively increase with each 
passing year. A lack of warehouses, processing workshops and so forth will, 
therefore, bring about substantial waste and sometimes the spoilage of hun- 
dreds of tons of products. At present, product spoilage has been allowed 
to occur at many state farms which grow corn, beans, cassava and so forth 
even though their volume of production is not yet very large. 


--Though having already had overall plans, state farms do not yet possess 
projects dealing specifically with every aspect so as to be able to form- 
late adequate plans, steps and endeavor trends and to set up typical farms 
according to the projects. 


Overall projects merely provide the commonest outlines and struggle guide- 
lines such as those concerning cultivation, animal husbandry, total capital 
and labor investments and economic efficiency for a typical year. To ach- 
ieve these objectives, there must be plans to cover each specific aspect. 


Along with cultivation plans, there must be plans for new land opening, fer- 
tilization and water conservancy. Simultaneously with animal husbandry 
plans, there must be plans for stables, fodder production and processing, 
pasture development... 


To promote the development of cultivation and animal husbandry, plans must 
be drawn up concerning the construction of other material facilities such 
as roads, signal and liaison networks and collective welfare installations 
such as houses, child-care centers, kindergartens, schools, medical clinics, 
work offices and so forth. 














There has been a failure, right at the outset, to fully apply profit-and- 
loss accounting and to exercise tight management. Being socialist agri- 
cultural enterprises and units with independent economic accountability, 
state farms must correctly implement regulations and systems proper to pro- 
duction and business enterprises. 


At present, many state farms are applying the system of net income and ex- 
penditure; however, a number of them are still relying on the capital in- 
vested by the state in new land opening and have failed to apply the system 
of profit-ahd-loss accounting and to borrow capital from the bank to carry 
out production, business and capital construction. Since the responsible 
role of directors has not yet been emphasized, their functions and duties 
are still limited. The systems of financial income and expenditure and 
product consumption as well as regulations on the management of material 
supplies and manpower are still loosely applied and have not yet been put 
into the right tract; in fact, each state farm works according to its own 
method without conforming to a uniform system. 


This state of affairs has led to the dissolution of a number of state farms 
because they lack capital or have suffered losses and wasted millions of 
dong. Though founded a few years ago, some state farms have not yet created 
conditions for stabilizing production. 


If this situation is protracted, the state will incur serious wastes. To 
overcome this situation and stabilize the state farms’ production, provinces 
where state farms are established must urgently carry out the following 
tasks: 


--Each province must entrust some agency with the responsibility for uni- 
formly managing state farms and creating conditions for them to satisfactor- 
ily fulfill their mission. This responsibility may be laid on the Agricul- 
tural Service or the State Farm Management Corporation which will be founded 
in any province where there are many state farms. 


--Provinces must examine each farm and see whether there are sufficient con- 
ditions for building and developing it into a state farm; in the positive 
case, the province will draw up a project and submit it to the state for 
consideration and ratification. 


--It is necessary to consolidate and streamline the state farm management 
apparatus to make it efficient; first of all, there is the need to increase 
the number of key cadres with a state farm management knowledge--such as 
directors, chief accountants, chief planners and so forth--this with a view 
to limiting difficulties when beginning to build state farms. Experiences 
have demonstrated that if a state farm is provided with a good management 
apparatus and with cadres conversant in management, the building of this 
farm will encounter less obstacles and shortcomings.

CONFERENCE REVIEWS LOCAL INDUSTRY SITUATION, SETS FORTH DEVELOPMENT MEASURES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 18 Jan 80 p 1 


[Text] VNA--The [Party] Central Committee Department for Agriculture re- 
cently met in Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh City with provincial and municipal 
industrial committees ‘and services, the federation of artisan industry and 
handicraft cooperatives in all provinces and cities of the nation and com- 
mittees and sectors at the central level to discuss measures to step up 
the production of consumer goods and promote local industry according to 
the spirit of the Sixth Party Central Committee Plenum Resolution. The 
conference was chaired by Nguyen Lam, secretary of the Party Central Com- 
mittee and head of the Central Committee Department for Industry. 


The conference assessed that recently provinces, cities and central sectors 
had earnestly disseminated and studied the resolution of the Sixth Party 
Central Committee Plenum. By the end of December 1979, the various sectors 
and provinces and cities throughout the country had basically finished the 
dissemination of the resolution down to every production installation. 
Based on the spirit of the new resolution and some newly promulgated state 
policies, the various sectors and localities drew up new programs of revol- 
utionary action, began to intensify the production and circulation of goods 
and created an enthusiastic atmosphere for productive labor emulation. 

Many localities took the initiative in abolishing or amending inappropriate 
systems and regulations and boldly applied some new, versatile systems to 
pave the way for production development. At the same time, the various 
sectors, provinces and cities concentrated on providing raw materials for 
local industry and consumer goods production. Ho Chi Minh Municipality 
expanded the rush cultivated area from 300 to 1,000 hectares and built the 
Le Minh Xuan state farm to grow pineapple, a state farm to raise silkworms 
in Gia Lanh (Lam Dong) and another to grow coconut trees in Duyen Hai Dis- 
trict. Hanoi Municipality zoned an area in Ba Vi to grow beans. Vinh Phu 
Province cultivated an additional 400 hectares of tea, 400 hectares of lac- 
quer trees and 1,500 hectares of sugarcanes. Tien Giang Province planned 
to build areas specialized in growing pineapples, sugarcane, arjuns [caay 
bangf], laminated thin-film plants...Son La Province improved and developed 
areas cultivated with purple mallotus phipippinensis and tea as well as 
areas used to raise milk cows, meat oxen and so forth. 








The delta provinces and cities broadened their cooperation with the midland 
and mountainous provinces in order to exploit and rationally use raw mater- 
fals constituted by agricultural, forest, marine and mineral products for 
production purposes. The provinces and cities also fully used local sour- 
ces of raw materials and discards and investigated the possibility of pro- 
ducing more categories of consumer goods made of plastic and metals and 
also working tools. 


The provinces and cities considered it important to provide training and 
advanced training for technical workers and cadres in charge of local in- 
dustry. The Ho Chi Minh Municipal Federation of Artisan Industry and Hand- 
icraft Cooperatives opened a refresher course to improve the local industry 
management knowhow of nearly 300 deputy chairman of ward committees. In 

the provinces of Phu Khanh and Nghia Binh, courses were opened to train hun- 
dreds of directors of artisan industry and handicraft cooperatives. Some 
8,000 new workers were trained in Hanoi Municipality to serve in the arti- 
san industry and handicraft sector. 


Compared with the first months of the year, the production of goods by al- 
most all provinces and cities in the last months of 1979 showed an increase 
in terms of both output and diversity. Compared with the previous months, 
industrial production in Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh Municipalities in October 
and November 1979 increased by 10 to 15 percent. As a result, the produc- 
tion of local industry, artisan industry and handicrafts in 1979 was higher 
than that in 1978. 


Generally speaking, the dissemination and study of the Sixth Party Central 
Committee Plenum Resolution by the various provinces and cities has, how- 
ever, been slowly and superficially condu.ted; the assessment of the situ- 
ation and the drawing up of action programs have lacked specific goals and 
the newly promulgated policies have been carried out sporadically without 
focusing on major points. Consequently, alongside favorable development, 
deviant tendencies have appeared in certain areas where commercial activi- 
ties have been more intensive than production efforts. While collective 
and individual production are developing, production by the state-operated 
sector is still faced with obstacles and restrictions. Isolation and self- 
sufficiency are a habit which still tends to develop during the production 
p-ocess. The relationships of cooperation and mutual assistance between 
the central and local industry and among the localities themselves are still 
hampered by particularism, localism and the lack of production assignment 
plans; the fact that a number of production installations have been set up 
rather extensively has led to dispute of raw materials and waste of produc- 
tion capacities. 


Delegates attending the conference debated and clarified the basic objec- 
tives of the Sixth Party Central Committee Plenum Resolution such as pro- 
duction development in the right direction, managerial organization, solu- 
tion to the ideological problem, application of the economic policy in the 
new situation, implementation of the consumption policy, coordination of 











the planning task with the use of market relationships, harmony among the 
three kinds of interests [state, collective and individual], utilization 
of various economic elements and so forth. 


The conference set forth a number of measures aimed at thoroughly implemen- 
ting the spirit of the Sixth Party Central Committee Plenum Resolution, 
stepping up production and circulation and simultaneously and quickly cor- 
recting newly born deviations in order to develop consumer goods production 
and local industry gradually, stably and comprehensively.
